It Is estimated that at least 90 per 
^ent 
ali deaths of hogs from dis­ 
case in the United States are caused 
0y hog cholera. Therefore, in the case 
Jt an^ fatal outbreak, the chances are 
about none to one that the cause is 
hog cholera. 
It is true that other in­ 
fections may and do frequently com­ 
plicate outbreaks of hog cholera, but 
rn such cases the germ of hog cholera 
u the primary cause of the disease; ; 
and it we can take care of the germ 
of hog cholera the pig will usually 
worcome the other infection himself. 
The symptoms exhibited by hogs 
-lek of hog cholera are not sufficiently 
hornet from those produced by other 
maladies so that a positive diagnosis 
can be made except through a careful 
' consideration of a number of other 
‘actors in connection with the symp 
oms. From a practical standpoint the 
important thing is to recognize hog 
cholera as soon as possible after its 
appearance in a herd in order that 
auti-hog-cholera serum may be applied 
before the disease progresses too far. 
Good serum may be depended upon to 
protect well hogs, and even to cure a 
large percentage of those in the earli­ 
est stages of the disease, but it will 
not be of much avail when used upon 
hogs that are already visibly sick. 
I he following suggestions to farm­ 
ers are offered as an aid to the early 
recognition of hog cholera in a herd: 
1. 
Keep posted concerning the con­ 
dition and health of hogs on other 
farms in your neighborhood. Sick hogs 
on a neighboring farm are a positive 
menace, for the germs of hog cholera 
are easily carried on the feet of men 
or animals. 
2. 
Look over your herd regularly in 
order that any sick hogs may be 
promptly discovered. 
3. 
If any hogs in the herd are found 
to be "off feed" or appear in anywise 
sick, separate them immediately from 
the remainder of the herd, and keep 
them and the main herd under close 
observation daily. 
If there is a ten­ 
dency for the disease to spread in the 
herd the trouble is probably hog chol­ 
era. This diagnosis may be confirmed 
by killing one of the sick animals and 
examining the organs.

Brooklyn Man Makes Suggestion of 
Simple Expedient for Stamping 
Out Disease of Hogs. 


(B y A. COCHRAN. Brooklyn, N. Y.) 
In tho “hog belt” the loss from 
cholera is keenly felt. 
This loss in 
the United States last year w'as in ex­ 
cess of $50,000,000. 
I believe this dis­ 
ease could be stamped out by the ad­ 
dition to the hog’s ration of any of the 
several forms of “soured milk”—that 
is, of buttermilk or soured skim milk. 
I know that farmers who are both hog 
raisers and dairymen often utilize 
skim milk in feeding hogs. 
Is there 
any record of animals so fed—where 
the milk has been allow-ed to sour— 
that have contracted cholera? 
Metchnikoff has shown the wonder­ 
fully inhibiting effect of lactic acid 
and the bacteria producing It upon the 
flora of the human intestine, and the 
idea has been applied with marked 
success to the 
control 
of “white 
diarrhoea” in chickens. 
It would ap­ 
pear that most intestinal diseases, 
both In man and the lowrer animals, 
would yield to the simple expedient of 
feeding a moderate quantity of soured 
milk daily. 
Why not try it on the 
hog?

show fitting as many believe, because 
he understands reducing their flesh.

Reducing

“For five long months w’e had little 
to eat but fish and sea birds' eggs, 
which were plentiful enough,” said 
Mrs. Jensen.

Both my children have 
spent nearly their whole life at sea, 
but it agrees with them, as you can 
see.”

GUIDE TO PROPHECY 


(By It. G. W E A T HE LISTON E.) 
Tho question is often asked. 
How 
can we dispose of second quality ap­ 
ples at a profit? The best answer to 
this question seems to be to use the 
spray pump “early and often,” to tho 
end that scabby, wormy, and inferior 
fruit may be practically eliminated. 
In years when there is an abundant 
crop and at any time when we find 
that the trees are overloaded, pick­ 
ing out the inferior and wTormy speci­ 
mens and feeding them to the sheep 
or hogs will often improve the qual­ 
ity of the fruit and save the necessity 
of propping up the limbs to keep them 
from breaking down. 
When we have a large crop and 
prices are low', it is folly to place any 
but first-class fruit upon the market 
Every community should have an 
evaporator, where the cull fruit ma? 
be profitable utilized. 
If a man has 
large quantities it will no doubt pay 
him to own his own evaporator, but 
when a number of farmers living in 
close proximity to a good location 
have orchards, it is usually quite easy 
to interest someone to establish a 
plant to utilize this waste fruit.

more than $400,000 in its construc­ 
tion. 
The people in the towns along the 
road are preparing to enter a protest 
to the railroad commission of Iowa 
and to the interstate commerce com­ 
mission against the closing down of 
the line.

Falling Off in Earnings. 


A continued falling off appears in 
the gross earnings of railroads, mak­ 
ing returns, the total of all roads re­ 
porting for October 
amounting 
to 
$54,961,065, a reduction of 12.3 per 
cent, as compared with the revenues 
of the same roads for the correspond­ 
ing period last year. 
In 
almost 
every 
instance there 
was more or less decrease in com­ 
parison with 1913, and the depressing 
effect of the cotton situation is again 
reflected in the contraction on the 
roads at the south. 
Of these the Louisville & Nashville 
system showed a decline of about 22 
per cent, the Southern nearly 19 per 
cent and the Illinois Central more 
than IO per cent, while less import­ 
ant lines display proportionate losses. 
On the otber hand the Chesapeake

The townsmen with automo­ 
biles soundly belabor the farmers for 
not using it, and sometimes hound the 
farmers along these automobile roads 
into using it when it is a damage in­ 
stead of a benefit. 
The inherent difficulty in using the 
drag and making legislation effective 
is this, that the drag cannot be used 
to advantage except when the ground 
is in the right condition, says a writer 
in Wallace's Farmer. 
It is of no 
use at all when the ground is very 
dry, and often a damage. 
There is 
but one way that we see of making It 
thoroughly practical, and that is for 
the farmer himself, who knows when 
it has rained and when the roads 
should be dragged, to get out and use 
It on the road alongside his own farm. 
Occasionally we hear of a county su­ 
pervisor who calls up his neighbors 
by telephone, and tells them that now 
is the time to drag the roads, and per­ 
suades them to do it, with wonder­ 
fully good results. But it does not al­ 
ways rain over the whole of a super­ 
visor’s district at the same time. 
We shall have to depend on dirt 
roads in the corn belt for a long time 
to come. Not altogether; for we shall 
have some gravel and brick and ce­ 
ment roads on the main trameled thor­ 
oughfares; 
but nine-tenthjk of the 
roads must be dirt, and must be kept 
in shape by use of the drag. 
A few weeks ago we traveled along 
a road admirably adapted to dragging, 
and at the crossroads was a road ma­ 
chine costing a large sum of money. 
Jt was evidently managed by a man 
who had no faith in the drag, and who 
had been spending the People’s money 
in digging up the side of the road 
and putting the sod on the middle of 
it, as though sod would make a good 
road.

ARE NOW READY FOR THE ALLIES 


Residents 
Have 
Been 
Directed 
Boil Their Water— Supply Has 
Been Polluted and There Is 
Danger of Contagion. 


to 


Antwerp, Nov. 17.—“Koekt uw Wa­ 
ter!” is the warning posted over the 
dead walls of Antwerp and upon the 
windows of the thousands 
of closed 
frhops. In English this is “Boil your 
water!” 
Beneath the 
warning is a 
statement signed by Burgomaster de 
Vos,in which he 
explains 
that be­ 
cause of the pollution 
of the city’s 
water supply there is danger of ty­ 
phoid and ether maladies. 
The water still 
has 
a decidedly 
brackish taste and is 
full 
of sedi­ 
ment, due to the cutting of the water 
supply by the 
Germans 
when they 
were besieging Antwerp. Belgian en­ 
gineers, who had anticipated such a 
stroke, gave the city a partial water 
supply by turning the water of the 
Fiver Scheldt into the mains. 
This 
made it possible 
to 
fight the fires 
caused by German bombs and prob­ 
ably saved the city 
from 
burning. 
However, the 
polluted 
salt 
water 
from the river is wholly unfit for do­ 
mestic use, and it will be months be­ 
fore the city’s 
supply 
mains 
and 
pipes will be cleansed of the impuri­ 
ties left by the temporary water slip­ 
py. 
German 
officers 
are 
supervising 
the cleaning up of the city in all sec­ 
tions. The debris of buildings wreck­ 
ed by shells is rapidly disappearing. 
Streets and walks are being cleared 
and in a short time only the shatter­ 
ed walls ana roofs 
of 
ruined resi­ 
dences will remain to show what de­ 
struction the bombardment caused. 
Soldiers are restoring the breast­ 
works and clearing the forts of de­ 
bris that they may be ready in case 
the allies should force the Germans 
back toward the Scheldt. This activi­ 
ty of the Germans makes residents 
cf Antwerp very nervous, especially 
the younger men, who fear they may 
be pressed into service in case an 
emergency defense 
of 
Antwerp 
is 
necessary. 
German engineers may be seen in 
ill the 
suburbs 
directing surveys. 
Bags of sand stacked near the lead­ 
ing gateways by the Belgians so as 
to afford cover for the city’s defend­ 
ers have not been removed. It is ru­ 
mored that all the roadways entering 
the city have 
been 
secretly mined 
by the Germans. 
Automobiles are not permitted to 
enter Antwerp and the only railroad 
trains approaching the city are from 
Rosendaal, in Holland. 
These trains 
are forced to stop at Merzem, a su­ 
burb three miles from the main por­ 
tion of Antwerp. All passengers are 
carefully scrutinized by German offi­ 
cers and soldiers 
who 
examine all 
passports. 
The 
trains 
stop in the 
center of a field, half a mile from a 
highway and passengers are forced to 
walk along a path flanked 
by plain 
clothes men and soldiers. Street cars 
are not permitted to operate iii the 
outer sections of the city and pas­ 
sengers from Merzen 
must walk or 
ride in carriages for a mile 
and a 
half and pass sentries on two bridges 
before they can avail themselves of 
a street car. 
Before leaving 
the 
city Belgians 
are required to have their passports 
stamped by both 
Belgian 
and Ger­ 
man officials, who are constantly at 
work in various 
parts of the city 
handling the papers of crowds which 
file through lines of German soldiers 
standing on duty 
nets.

FOLKESTONE TAKING UNU­ 
SUAL PRECAUTION. 


0NLY COMMERCIAL PORT IS OPEN 


capered Cases of Scarlet Fever and 
Smallpox Have Already Broken 
Out Among the Bel­ 
gian Refugees. 


Folkestone, Nov. 17.—English health 
o iceis at Folkestone are taking un­ 
usual precautions to prevent the ad­ 
mission of diseases into England from 
the v ar zone. Passengers arriving on 
the blushing, Dieppe, Boulogne and 
Calais boats are examined with great 
care. 


Folkestone is now practically the 
only commercial port open for pas­ 
senger business from the continent, 
so the stream of refugees, tourists 
and 
wounded 
soldiers 
all 
passes 
through this i>ort. 
Health officers feel the pulse of 
every passenger, examine the wrist 
carefully, look into the throat and eyes 
and scrutinize the forehead for evi­ 
dences of smallpox. 
In order 
that 
they may see the foreheads of ladies 
whose hair is fashionably dressed it 
is frequentlv necessary to push the 
hat and front, hair back. This action 
on the part of physiciahs has frequent­ 
ly caused ladies to believe the phy­ 
sicians were secret service men who 
suspected they had messages con­ 
cealed in their hair. 
Immigration 
officials 
and 
plain 
dottles men examine the papers of all 
passengers very carefully before they 
enter England and usually engage them 
in conversation in an effort to ascer­ 
tain whether their French or English 
has a German accent. Baggage is also 
examined thoroughly by inspectors to 
make sure it contains 
no 
German 
newspapers or letters from Berlin for 
persons in England. 
Because of the improper use made 
of American passports by Lieutenant 
body of the German Naval Reserve 
and other spies apprehended in Eng­ 
land, France and Belgium, all bearers 
of American passports are rigorously 
cross questioned. 
Flushing is the only open gateway 
from the United States and England 
to Germany which affords 
a 
direct 
trip, and most travelers to and from 
Germany go by the Holland route, as 
it is much shorter than a trip by way 
of 
Denmark, Norway and Sweden. 
Consequently 
the 
Flushing 
boats 
would be probably selected by secret 
agent? of the German government. 
Scattered cases of scarlet fever and 
smallpox have already made their ap­ 
pearance among Belgian refugees in 
Holland and Northern Belgium. Every 
effort has been made to prevent the 
spread of these diseases in the refuge 
camps, but the Belgians are living in 
such crowded and unsanitary condi­ 
tions that it is difficult to protect 
them against contagion.
